used; ithe third is a very graceful 
and charming Minuet and Trio in the 
Key of G major; and in the Finale, 
also in the Key of G major, Haydn 
makes occasional use of the ‘extra 
percussion instruments mentioned 
ubove in connéction with the second 
movement, though they are never al- 
lowed to destroy the simplicity ot 
feeling so characteristic of the flat 
movements of all Haydn’s Symphon- 
ies. The orchestra played with greav 
finish and skill throughout, showing 
Clearly the purposes of the compose):

Finally, we have advice which is given and taken in the pro- 
per spirit; given without any patronizing condescension and re- 
ceived cheerfully and thankfully. It takes a certain amount : of 
diplomacy to be able to give advice without hurting feelings and 
arousing enmity, and, of course, there will always be some men to 
whom any sort of counsel from others -is distasteful; these men 
have to learn through experience what they might have obtained 
without it had they been more sensible. But the wiser ones will be 
willing to accept what their reason tells them is true advice, and 
will follow it without feeling any resentment towards the donor.

CONSTANTINOPLE COLLEGE 
STILL OPEN, 





Constantinople College, an Ameri- 
can institution for girls at Constan- 
tinople, Turkey, is making an effort 
to carry on relief work in addition 
to training its students, and in a 
statement made by Louise B. Wai- 
lace, Ph.D., dean of the college, she 
gtates that more than 400 girls hav 
been enrolled during the past year, 
The preparatory department has been 
the largest in the history of the 
school, and eager young women, many 
from Bulgaria, have pursued the dif- 
ferent courses in spite of the uncer- 
tainty and isolation of war-time, The 
college has curtailed its activities 
but little, and the students have tax- 
en a keen interest in the Christian 
Association and in relief work as 
well as in their studies. 

Living conditions in Constantino- 
ple continue to be increasingly diffi- 
cult, for food is scarce and very’ ex- 
pensive, and fuel is hard to obtain, 
in consequence of which the college is 
practicing every economy. 

Isolation of foreigners in the city 
ig more complete than ever. News, 
letters, and papers are carefully cen- 
sored, and much inconvenience has 
been caused by the prohibitive cost of 
the very necessities of existence, Pa- 
per money is the only kind that Is 
now used in Constantinople, as all 
gold, silver, and even copper have 
long since disappeared, Turkisn 
money also has depreciated greatly, 
and in addition to these difficulties, 
many belonging to the American 
community in Constantinople, includ- 
ing one of the trustees, felt it wise vu 
leave the city shortly after the break- 
ing off of diplomatic relations. 

Many of the graduates of the schoo) 
have become fitted to earn their live- 
lihood, and many have engaged in 
social work. At this period, the in- 
stitution alms to think less of cul- 
ture and more of service. With a 
strong staff trained in practical arts, 
sanitation, agriculture, forestry and 
homemaking, the college Can give 
much material assistance. During 
the next few years the college aims t. 
be a great relief station, a power- 
house for practical salvation to the 
people in need.

LORD MORLEY AND PIPES. 





Lord Morley's pious conviction that 
our quarrel with the Boerg could 
have been settled if Mr. Chamberlain 
and Kruger had sat down at Bloem- 
fontein with a tobacco jar between 
them is backed, oddly enough, by the 
greatest war maker of modern times. 
“How could any man,” Bismarck was 
fond of saying, “let himself be carried 
away by passion with such a thing 
as a pipe in his hand?” 

When discussing the preliminaries 
for the surrender of Paris he offer- 
ed the French Minister a cigar, which 
was refused! “You are wrong,” said 
Bismarck, bluntly. “When you enter 
on a discussion that may lead to ve- 
hement remarks, you should smoke. 
The eye is occupied, the hand is en- 
gaged, the organ of smell is gratifie? 
—one is happy. In this state of mind 
one is.very disposed to make con- 
cessions, and our business — that. of 
diplomatists — continually consists 
in the making of mutual concessions.”

FRANCIS LEDWIDGE, POET AND 
LANCE CORPORAL. 





To Francis Ledwidge, poetry was no 
ordinary gift. It was something com- 
mitted by him to the service of ev- 
eryday life, but it was something ot 
the spirit, something of clear exalta- 
tion. Yet he was hard hit by life 
from his very earliest days, One 
reading his verse would nevfr real- 
ize that here was a farm laborer whv 
had taught himself shorthand in the 
hope of later becoming a journalist; 
that he had been a scavenger at the 
munificent salary of twelve shillings 
a week; ‘hat he had worked in a cop- 
rer minei-the mine where, 80 ac- 
counts say, he worked for months. 
“mostly wet to the skin.” Looking at 
the pictures of this Irish peasant- 
poet, one would imagine him to be 
the same kind of ‘goclal enthusiast 
painted by J, O. Francis, the Welsh 
dramatist, in “Change,” and one 1s 
not surprised to hear that Ledwidge 
once helped to organize a strike, an 
act which lost him his position and 
forced him back into scavenging. 
But like s? many peasants who ure 
mystics, even from the time of Pliers 
Plowman to the present, we find 
young Ledwidge turning hastily from 
street service to serious study 
hypnotism which readily won for him 
the anathema of the deyout believers 
in his native County Meath; as ne 
walked the roads, people would turn, 
one to the other, and shake thelr 
heads, believing in truth that he hud 
sold himself to the devil. Such a boy, 
so passionately fond Of nature in its 
every variety, so blessed as a~farm 
labourer and as an Irish peasant as tu 
be closely atuned to every change in 
nature, could not but respond to thut 
poetic impulse which blows over tne 
unencumbered fields with perennial 
joy and freedom. From his earlles 
vears he wrote verSes, and as prompt- 
ly tore them up. And I doubt whe- 
ther there would have been any wide 
significance in the notice of Lea- 
widge’s death on the battlefield 11: 
Flanders, July 31, 1917, had it not 
been that his genius was unearthen 
by Lord Dunsany, upOn whose estai: 
this Irish poet had been living. 

Ledwidge has thrown a new lighi 
of Dunsany, even as Dunsany has, in 
the freshness of his appreciation, 
shown us the worth of his friend and 
the literary taste of himself. In his 
introduction to Ledwidge’s “Songs ot 


the Fields,” half blographical ana 
half autobiographical, Dunsan; 
writes: 


I have looked for a poet amongsi 
the Irish peasants because it seemed 
to me that almost only amongsi 
them there was In daily use'a dic- 
tion worthy of poetry, a: 
imagination capable of dealing witn 
the great and simple things that are 
a poet’s wares. Their thoughts are 
in the spring-time, and all’ thelr 
metaphors fresh: in London no one 
makes metaphors any more, but dails 
speech is strewn thickly with dead 
ones that their userg should write 
upon paper and give to their garden- 
ergs to burn. 

In this same London, two years azo 
(1912), where I was wasting June, 1 
received a letter one day from Mr. 
Ledwidge, and a very old copy-book. 
The letter asked whether there was 
any good in the verses that fillea 
the copy-book, the produce apparent- 
ly of four or five years, . 

Looking through this crude mauu- 
script with its bad spelling ana 
grammatical errors, Lord Dunsany 
came upon many beautiful things, and 
out of his own enthusiasm gathered 
together what he considered to be the 
best, and issued them in book form 
for his peasant friend. It is danger- 
ous to designate a man by a title 
which challenges comparison. In the 
death notices of Ledwidge, the per- 
sistent note of appreciation that began 
in this first introduction wag taken 
up by the press. Dunsany, from the 
beginning, warned us not to regard 
Ledwidge as the Burns of Ireland, 
but the very negation bespoke the 
challenge. This Introduction was 
written in June, 1914. There is an 
afternote, written the following year 
Dunsany, now a captain of the Fiftt 
Inniskilling Fusiliers, added: 

I wrote this preface in such a dif- 
ferent June, that if I sent it out with 
no addition, it would make the bonk 
appear to have dropped a long while 
since out of another world, a world 
that none of us remembers now, in 
which there used to be leisure. 

Ledwidge came last October into 
the Fifth Battalion of the Royal In- 
niskilling Fusiliers, which is in one 
of the divisions of Kitchener's first 
army, and soon earned a lance-cor- 
poral’s stripe.

But though war took Ledwidge vut 
of his accustomed fields into a more 
strenuous life, the next volume ot 
verse, which represents poems that 
were interchanged between the cor- 
poral and his captain, and that were 
selected by the latter with confi- 
dence in thelr merit, is curiously de- 
void of any reflection of the strain 
and stress of battle. The spiritual 
effect is there, however. One finds 
groups of poems written in barracks, 
in camp, at sea, in Servia, in Greec-, 
in hospital in Egypt But there is

verses; still the lyrical strain, still the 
lear vision of the lahorer of. the 
fields. 

There is no more impress, in this 
cecond volume, of the conditions of 
war than there was in the first vol- 
ume of the conditions at the copper 
mines, or of the impulse which 
prompted Ledwidge to organize a 
strike or to demand a glight increase 
in wages. No, his verses Jack social 
fervor, martial fervor, intellectual 
weight, They are pure spirit, on the 
one hand, and pure Wordsworthian 
response to nature, on the other 
Dusany’s second appreciation is three- 
fold in its love—the love of genius, 
the love of beauty, and thé love of 
friendship that knows no distinction, 
even between lance-corporal and cav- 
tain, or peasant and lord.

How They Help Our Fighting 
Men. 





Not till one has actually seen the 
magnitude of the daily task by which 
the fighting men are fed, equipped, 
and supplied with all the essentials 
for the mighty task yet to be done 
can one grasp the urgent insistency 
of the appeal to every women ta 
come forward and take up her own 
part in..it.. 

As to the rank. and file, all grades 
are both found and still wanted. The 
admirably trained 
finding full scope for her Yeftness in 
officers’ messes; the proficient cook 
begins to think in terms of hundfed- 
weights of flour and pounds of mixed 
spice. For the girl clerk, as will be 
shown later, some specialising may be 
required, Each and all of these en- 
lists for a year or the duration of the 
war, as may be the longer period, and 
will get a fortnight’s leave in 12 
months, though there are special con- 
cessions that can be made for domes- 
tic reasons, or, in the case of a 
married member, to meet her husband 
should he come home on leave from 
other fronts. No woman having à 
husband serving in France is brotght 
out here. In every way the idea of 
the women’s military status is fos- 
tered, and afte® a very few days, 
should anyone try to assume some lit- 
tle frippery with her uniform, the 
public spirit around her soon im- 
presses it upon her that it is not a 
soldierly addition. With that as the 
pervading influence, the new standard 
of surroundings is accepted willingly. 


Dormitory System. 
Of course, the dormitory system has 


[been a necessity, for in no other wiy 


could hundreds and even thousands, 
of women be accommodated, Eau 
girl has a. camp bed and good mat- 
tress, with four Army blankets. Sheets 
are a luxury that cannot be permit- 
ted on account of laundry limita- 
tions. Individual tastes for preity 
surroundings soon assert themselves, 
and the different huts, holding from 
eight to 16 beds each, May come out 
in rivalry as to window curtains or 
the creation of friezes of picture post- 
cards. 
tables and benches, and is perhaps the 
most barrack-like hut of all; ut 
the sitting-room hut, with its stove, 
folding chairs, writing tables, books, 
magazines, and flowers, is of much 
more homelike character. 

Each camp has its due complement 
of cooks. Army rations are drawn 
by the assistant administrator, And 
naturally much depends upon her as 
to the use made of them. In the dizt 
sheet of a particular camp breakfast 
always includes either fried bacon, 
boiled ham, rissoles or mince, in ad- 
dition to the tea, bread and butter, 
and preserve. Dinner always had 
either roast or boiled beef or a sav- 
oury . stew, with bread or rice pud- 
dings, stewed fruit or baled apples; 
hile supper presented various pos- 
sibilities in soup. Welsh rarebit, 
cheese or tasty dishes, with tea, All 
the groceries supplied are of Army 
standard. qualities,. and good bread, 
huch whiter than at home, and suffi- 
cient sugar are regularly availab'e, 
“Routine orders” are reduced to a 
minimum,. though -those due to local 
circumstances may sometimes sound 
quaintly. There is one very large 
camp at which a prominently dis- 
played notice runs; “The practice of 
climbing over or through railway 
trucks and of crossing railway lines 
is undesirable, as it hinders French 
shunting operations, and must be dis- 
continued.

If military discipline enterg into 
work and surroundings it can be re- 
laxed over recreation, and then, in- 
deed, there are hilarious hours, ‘lo 
be invited to a camp. dance or con- 
cert is a privilege to be coveted, for 
it is on these occasions that the men 
friends, newly made at work or of- 
fice, or the chums and sweethearts uf 
peace time, can be’ asked. Refresh- 
ments have to pe provided, and the 
preceding evenings witness much 
planning of ways and means. It 
does not always happen, as in one 
authentic instance, when the ser- 
geants of an Australian camp near by 
came to the girls’ dance, These N. 
C. O's, gallant in all senses, arrived, 
bringing two enormous pans of bath- 
like dimensions filled with a wonder- 
ful fruit salad, the composition of 
which was one of their special sources 
of pride. 

Nowhere may you see a better or 
more animated dancing, enjoyed with 
a zest that igs good to watch, while 
in an interval some sweet-voiced girl 
sings a charming ballad. Perhaps, 
too, “O’Grady’s Drill” will be done, in

WALPOLE'S ADMINISTRATION. 





The evils inherent in party govern- 
ment have, perhaps, never been su 
strikingly illustrated as in the his- 
tory of Walpole’s administration, from 
the appearance of The Craftsman in 
December, 1726, to his fall in the 
spring of 1742. That he contrived to 
prevent England embroiling herself 
with continental affairs, and assisted 
in maintaining the peace of Europe 
at a most critical time; that he saved 
us from the miseries and horrors of 
a disputed succession; that-he secur- 
ed the repose which his country su 
sorely needed after the Treaty of 
Utrecht, and thus enabled her to de- 
velop her trade and domestic indus- 
tries; that he passed many wise mea- 
sures, and laid the foundations of a 
mercantile prosperity without prece- 
dent in our history — all this must 
in justice be conceded. But it was 
purchased at a heavy price, Never, 
gince the days of Cabal, had Eng- 
land sunk so low in all that consti- 
tutes the true life of a great people. 
The picture which Montesquieu 
painted is not a shade too dark, 

The important services which Wal- 
pole rendered to hig country were 
the result of great abilities accident- 
ally directed, in the course of a par- 
ty game, to beneficent and legitimate 
objects. The only difference be- 
tween himself and the opposition was 
that he was in power and respon- 
sible, while they were out of power 
and irresponsible; he had to act, and 


[to stand or fall by his actions; they 


had only to criticise, to protest, 10 


clamor , . . «+ + | 
Montesquieu arrived im England 
when these ignoble feuds were at 
their height, and The Craftsman, had 
become so rancorous and unmeasured 
in its abuse that each number, before 
it issued from the press, was submit- 
ted to three lawyers to see that no- 
thing in it could be brought technical- 
ly within the law of libel. . . , 
But by far the most interesting of 
Montesquieu’s experiences of parlia- 
mentary methods was gained during 
the debate of March 2, 1730, on the 
affairs of Dunkirk. It will be re- 
membered that One of the provisions 
of the treaties of Utrecht and of Tne 
Hague was that the port fortifica- 
tions of Dunkirk should be demolish- 
ed. This condition-the French had 
been very reluctant to fulfill; and the 
work of demolition had been ‘so often 
interrupted and had proceeded su 
slowly, that several protests had, been 
made against this dilatoriness in the 
last reign. Finally, however, the de- 
struction was, or was believed to be, 
completed. But towards the end of 
1729 Bolingbroke had been informed 
that the inhabitants of Dunkirk had 
rebuilt and repaired what had been 
destroyed or half destroyed... . 
An address was presented to the 
King,’ praying that he would be 
pleased to give directions that the or- 
ders, instructions, reports, and all 
proceedings in regard to the port and 
harbor of Dunkirk since ‘the demoli- 
tion should be laid before the House. 
On the following day the King ac- 
ceded to the request. The result was 
a debate almost without parallel in 
the heat and fury with which it was 
conducted. It lasted from One o'clock 
in the afternoon till nearly 3 o’clock in 
in the afternoo ntill nearly 3 o'clock in 
the morning the following day, —From 
“Voltaire, Montesquieu and Rousseau 
in England,” by T. Churton Collins,
